St. Louis County, who for years has 
urged better sanitation of the thickly 
populated sections of the county. 

Hodgdon’s proposal includes the 
creation of city plan commissions for 
Kirkwood, Webster Groves, Glendale 
and Shrewsbury, four of the towns 
in the county which are now drained 
by the River des Peres, and which are 
without adequate sewage systems. 

He would have the -chairmen of 
these four-tommissions and a fifth 
man appointed by the County Coust! 
constitute the County Plan. Commis- 
sion, It would. then be possible, he 
said, to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day, to design. a main sewer to drain 
all four towns into the River des 
Peres, the sewer to begin small] at 
Kirkwood and grow proportianally 
larger,to accommodate the increas- 
ing volume as it passed through the 
yther towns and near the rfver. 
Through -the co-operation of the 
County Plan Commission at:d the City 
Plan Commission. the cost of ‘con- 
struction could be-fairly adjusted. 

By having all the county sewage 
carried along in a main sewer and 
deposited into the river as far down 
as possible, the stream would remain 
free from contamination through the 
greater part of its course in the 
county, it tg thought, and the dis- 
tance for which it would have to be 
inclosed would be lessened. 

Hogdon also would have co-opera- 
tion between the county and the city 
in the construction of roads leading 
into the city. He pointed out that 


1 section 10,509 of the Révised Statutes | & 


prohibits the city of St. Louis from 
expending money upon roads leading 
into it, while another section permits 
all other cities to spend not exceed- 
ing 10 per cent of their gross réve- 
nues upon sugh roads. He said sec- 
tion 10,509 should be repealed, and 
that St. Louis, which originates a 
large proportion of the traffic on the 
county roads, should aid in building 
those which lead into St. Louis. 

“The unhealthful condition of the 
River des Peres; especially in summer,” 
Hodgdon said, “‘makes it urgent that 
there be an equitable co-operation on the 
Sewage question, so that county towns, 
the unincorporated parts of the county 
and the city of St. Louis ‘may be re- 
lieved, and each pay its share.”’ 

Hodgdon said he received much en- 
couragement for his proposal from the 
County Court and the Mayors of St. 
Louis County cities.

Real Name George Barton. 

Barrington, whose real name is George 
Barton, and who has been known by 
many other names, has committed many 
crimes. He first came into notice here 
in 1903, when falsely posing as “‘Lord’”’ 
F. Seymour Barrington, he beguiled Miss 
Grace Wilhelmina Cochrane of Kansas 
City into a marriage in St. Louis. He 
had met Miss Cochrane while she was 
visiting a sister at whose home Barring- 
ton was boarding. 

A brother of Miss Cochrane invest:- 
gated Barrington’s record and proved 
him to be an impostor, but not before 
Barrington had swindled his bride oyt 0: 
money and stolen her property. This 
marriage later was annulled. 

In June, 194, Barrington murderei 
and robbed James P. McCann, a wealthy 


he had been beaten to death and sav- 
agely mutilated, was found in an aban- 
done@ quarry in Bonfils in St. Louis 
Gounty. McCann had been Barrington’s 
best friend in St. Louis. He gor him 
out of the workhouse and had takea 
him to his home and given him food and 
lodging when ne was in need and had 
obtained employment for him. 

Part of His Record. 

Before Barrington went to trial at 
Clayton his criminal record began to 
unfold. Here are some parts of it: 

When a private in the British army 
under his’ tal name, George Bar- 
ton, he was) suspected of mu ring 
Lieut. Roby, an army officer for 
whom he had been serving as valet. 
After the murder a large allowance 
which Lieut. Roby had received from 
home was missing. Barton alone was 
suspected of the murder, but was 
not arresteti because of leck of evi- 
dence. 

in India he was a swindler, using 
the names “John . Baring, Seymour 
Walworth and Frederick Bolton Sey- 
mour. 

He married a~ Miss . Colebrook, 
daugter of a Colonel in the British 
army at Delhi, and vanished after 
stealing $30,000 ftom her. 

He married Mrs. Alicia Stark- 
horne, widow of an army officer, 
and disappeared with $12,500 of her 
nioney. 

. Under the name John Raiirg he 
tarried a Miss Tewksbury of Mad- 
a8 ard disappeared with h.» jewel- 
ry and $8000 in money. 

In Calcutta he passed many worh- 
less checks, some for large amoynts. 

He was convicted and sentenced to 
serve five years for forgery and 
swindling in Ergliand. 

Banished From India. 

He served a prison term in Cawn- 
pote, India,.and at the expiration of 
iis term he was considered! 80 un- 
desirable and so hardened and per- 
fistent a crock that Sir James Win- 
ton, director of the Secret Service 
in India banished him from the f.:n- 
pire. : 

He went to. China and then Came 
tu the United States, where he 
swindled many women, using the 
name of Barrington and Burgoyne 
and representing himself to be a 
nobleman.’ . 

Barrington’s guilt of the murder of 
James P: McCann was established be- 
yond legal doubt.

Agree to Issue License to Rival Aero- 
plane Manufacturers. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 19.—The Wright- 
Martin Aircraft Corporation, holder of 
the aeroplane patents ‘of Orville and 
Wilbur Wright. ef Dayton, O., an- 
nounced today the terms on which it 
will consent to live at peace with ‘ts 
competitors and refrain from pressing 
damage suits against them for alleged 
infringement of the Wright patents. 

The corporation proposes that every 
rival manufacturer of aeroplanes shall 
take out a license from the Wright- 
Martin concern and pay to the latter a 
royalty of 5 per cent on gross business. 
It is stipulated that the license must 
pay at least $10,000 royalty a year. There 
are 12 impertant manufacturers of 
planes in this country, so that the 
Wright company would get at least $120,- 
000 a year if these companies adopted 
the proposed plan.

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REMNANTS OF ART. . 

A singular exposition is being arranged in 
Paris. All available art-treasures from the war 
zone, especially those injured by missiles or van- 
dalism, are being exhibited in their truncated con- 
dition in the Musee of the Petit Palais. The ter- 
ritory from which these treasures are drawn are 
the Pas de Calais, l’Oise, Marne, Meuse, Vosges, 
Meurthe-et-Moselle and Cote d’Or. 

Among the exhibits are the St. Gervais by Ru- 

bens, from the Soissons cathedral with a big rent 
cut into the canvas by a bullet; the Mignonne 
Baigneuse by Chatelet (XIIIth century) from the 
church of Vic sur Aisne; a ninth century missal 
(the only copy extant) from Maurupt, a bullet. 
having bored its way through the leaves; the 
famous Saint Antoine by Vandyke from. Reims; 
the Sainte Genevieve from the cathedral at 
Souain, attributed to Guignot in the eleventh cen- 
tury: a galaxy of headless statues in stone, wood 
and metal from Valencienne, Tourcoigne, Douai 
and. Meaux, notably the Twelve Apostles from 
Arras, and the three Magi from the Lille cathe- 
dral. - 
A family of artists have undertaken -to put to- 
gether what fragments could be found of the fa- 
mous rosacee .(stained glass rose window) of the 
eathedral of Reims; and arms, hands, legs and 
portioris of the thorax drapery of other statues are 
there collected with attached legends telling of 
their origin, and in a few instances accompanied 
by photographs of the entire figures, before de- 
struction. The representative of the Paris. Figaro 
who visited the novel exposition, says: 

Nothing more tragic can be imagined than 
this charnelhouse of Art: Figures decapi- 
tated, faces lacerated, arms and legs shot 
away! The old museums of: Lombardy and 
Toscany are beggared in their visualization 
of vandalism; nor can Cologne and Nancy 
show a more destructive hand.
